A BLOW AT. JAPAN’S COLTON 
TRADE. 
The Yomiuri feels grave apprehensions 
apent tho future of the cotton spinniag in- 
dustry of this esuntry in consequence of the 


conalading the Shimonoseki treaty, by which 
the interior of China is to be opened to 
foreigners for manufacturing purposes. The 
Tokyo paper airs its viewa ou the subject in 
the following strain : 

The introduotion of the cotton spinning 
industry into this Empire can be traced 
pack to the first year of Meiji’ (1@68) aud 
between the 11th snd J5th yeara (188t- 
1882) the Government began to strongly 
encourage the development of the industry, 
and native cipitaliste commenced to take a 
greit interest therein. 
covtinned to develop year after year, A 
‘hig impetus was given {o the business by 


Bombay end Japsn by the Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha, which lurgely reduced the ircight 
on raw-catton, and Japan has now begun to 
competo in the Fur East againet the cotton 
spinners uf Munohester and India, and at 
preaent there are over 700,000 spindles run- 
ning in the mills throughout the Eaypire. 
This rapid growth of the indnstry hes sur- 
prised the cotton epinners of the world. 

The Iste war between Japan and China 
resulted in the conolusion of the Shim=no- 
scki treaty. With a view to-stimulating 
the growth ofthe ~varions—industries --of- 
Japan, and in fonsiserativn of the fact that 
the attempt by the Japaueeo to import cot- 


the Chinese authorities, and that the Miteui 
Company had experienced great treublo in 
earrping on a cotton cleaning business at 
Shanjhai, and could only continue in bueai- 
noss there under the pretenve of being a 
branch of a Hongkong foreign firm, the 
Snpancse Plenipotentiaries stipulated ‘that 
all the Chinese opun ports or citiva should be 
made free menafacturing places, .in 
cluding the Shimonoseki treaty, thi 
enlating “upon aequring such profits as 
might be derived from eetabiishing manu- 
facturing industries in Chins, 

Experience hos proved that glorious 
looking achemes often prove illusory in 
practice, and the supposed benefits to Japan's 
commerce of the Shimonoecki treaty now 
seem deetined to compass its undvinz, Io 
consequence of the reluctance of Japanese to 
invest their capital ubroad, or the paucity of 
funds with which toatart foreign enterprises, 
the cotton spinning industry of this Empire, 
which hea continued to increase yearly, is 
now not only threatened with grave compati- 
tion, but ‘is face to face with ao dectine 
that way be a premonition of extinction 
itself. In support of, this assertion, our 
contemporary calls partioular attention to 


fn China, and explaina that, since March 
list peor, when the Chinese Guvernment 
realized the importance of encouraging thut 
industry: ond allowed spinning mills with 
as inauy 301.000 apindles to he established 
within the Empire, many ettoh mills hare 
‘been promoted at S:anghai and other places, 
and already 113,890 spindles are in exist- 
ence, in addition to a vonsiierable wumber 
now under contemplation, independent of 
the concerns recentlp proposed by foreigners 
at Shanghai, An just stated the establish 
ment of spinning. mills continues to increase 
rapidty in. China, which had promised to 
be the groat market of Japan, and there are 
now in the Chinese Empire aver 300,000 
spindles including thoss vow under ‘cou- 
semplation.—Japan Advertiser.

| Chief of the Navy), aud Mr John Penn, 
{ SLP., whose firm have engined the ship. 
Starting from the Nore, whero she lay at 
anoch«r, the Afagnificent steamed for four 
hours down Channel, passing Dungenness 
shortly after noon. She attnined, ond 
! miintained throughout, a speed of seven- 
iteen and a half knots, wath an indicated 
horac-power of 12,127. The engines work- 
ed without tho sli.ttest hitch, and the 
great ship answered perfretly to tha aevers 
tests. of steering to which Lord Charlea 
sab}. ctei her, 

Luo Magnificent is one of nine ships of 
the same superb class for which provision 
} was made by tho lata Government, . She is 
15,000 tons measurement, and will be armed 
with all tho latest improvements, Apart 
from the fact of the addition made to the 
effec:ive strangth of the navy, the condi- 
| tioas of time uader which the veosel was 
turned out establish ‘the uvapproachable 
supremacy of the British shipbuilding yards. 
The keel-plates wore laid in Chatham Duck. 
yard on the 18th December, 1893. She 
was floated out of dock a yoar and a day 
later, and her fitting up has baen pushed 
| forward so that in twenty months this great 
‘ship has heen got ready for sea, a piece of 
work that beats all kuwwn records.

WHY NOP ‘DEMONETIZE'’ GOLD? 


Bimetalista acek to pub silver on an 
equality'with gold, and bolieve that gold is 
favored wholly beyond its merits by single 
guld-atardard governments, Tho only way 
to re-eatablish the equality of the*two 
nutals, acc rding to them, is by providiog 
for the free coinage of silver at a certain 
ratia. Now comea the leading organ of 
the American bankers and points out that 
the desired equality cam ba eecured by ‘ de- 
movotizing 'vold, or by abolishing its frea- 
coinage privi ege, and proceeds tu advocate 
this very wenguro as one calculated to de- 
prive tre silver men of their easontial 
grievauco, ‘To ‘put guld on an equality 
with silver,’ itaaye, ‘it iaonly necessary 
to repeal the law which naw permits private 
individuals to take gold bullion to tho 
mints sud hive it coined,’ Developing its 
idea, Ehode’s Journal. of Banking con. 
tinuca as follawe: 

“Tneead of the present law Tet tho Gu- 
vernmeut purchase al} guld bullion offered 
at the rate of a dollar for every. 23.22 
grains of pure gold, paying fue tho same 
with gold certificates, Ths minta could 
coin na much of thia bullion as there 
happeis to ben demand for, retaining both 
the coins and, the ancvined balliea to 
redeem thy gald certificates. Most of the 
bullion could bo kept in the form wf bars 
such a3 ure now prepared at the minta for 
exportation, There would thon be no froa 
cninage of gold any more than of silver. 
:Tha.coinage of silver dollars from the pro- 
sent stock of silver builion could go on to 
the extent there wae any publi¢ domand 
for them, and whenever this stock of silver 
bullion became exhausted then more could 
bo bought eutticient to keop up tha require. 
ments of thy silver coinage at the market 
price. Tho gold coins would, of course, bo 
tinted on Governmont account, and any 
svignioraze or gain there might be would 
accrue to the Treasury in the same maognor 
na upon the coinage of silver bullion, 

“1t ia nat probable that thore would ho 
the least objection on tho part of the gold 
monometalia's to tha depriving of gold bul- 
lion of thu right of froo ovinage, Such a 
course would make it clear that the right of 
free coinage gives no value to gold which 
it does not porscaa without that privilege.’ 
FAuticipating the objection thit, if thie 
cou'ee is taken with gold, the G.vernment 
ought aleo to buy eilver, giving one dollar 
in eiiver certificates for every 371.26 grains 
of pare silver, the editor says; 

The avawer to this is that by so doing 
ths mints would be paying more than tho 
mirket price. If the connection bo true 
that the ahntting vf the mints to the free 
coinage of silver has been the main cause of 
the deprecistion in value of that metal, 
then the shutting of the mints to the freo 
cuinage of gold should have a similar effect 
upon that meal too, After gold has in 
this wsy been demonetized as long assilver, 
itshouid depreciute correspondingly, and 
tho old ratin ketween the two metals would 
be reatored.” 

Tho editor thinks that it would bo much 
easier to induce Eurcpean countries to stop 
the freo ccinage of gold than to open their 
mints tosilyer. Concluding, he asys: 


OF course the @doption of this plan by” 


international agreement would not alter 
tho real status of gu'd coins one iots. It 
would in ong sense be an illustration of the 
old edaga of whipping tho devil arqund tho 
stump. Neverthslees it would ahow very 
cloarly that the calimato in whieh gold is 
he'd by mazhind is not io the least affected 
by tho regnlativas of the miata of the 
world,’

HIS CHINESE BIBLE. 
A mon of mediam stature, thickset bat 
not atoat, with iron-gray hair-and monstache 


and beard, still in the early sixties, par-. 


alyzed in bis lower Timleand in bis bands, 
so that he con neither wolk por hold a pan 
except with difticalty to sign his namo, bat 
capable with unwearying fingers to operate 
the typewriter; 5. griet, modest, gantlo, 
noft-spouking scholar—such ia tho Rt, Rev, 
Dr. S:- I. J. Schareschewsky, the retired 
Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal Charch 
in Chin, a seen ond skctebod by Zhe 
Literary B’erid (Boston) of August 34, 
which adde, ‘and ag you, reader, might have 
geen him oa Thorsday evecing of last wock 
in the stuterenm of the. Pallman sleeper on 
the night train ont of the Union Station, 
Boston, fur Montroal.’ Tho writer eays: 

‘Bo carried with bimin manasoript the 
treuslition of tha Bible into classic Chis 
nese, upon which he bssbeen engaged for 
many years, snd the typewriter cabinet op.

of it ie nn honor to Christian America, and 
the sight of this pottent and devoted scholar 
in the midet of it hag beet s0 inspiration. 

' Bishop . Schereschewaky (pronounced 
Sherreshevsky) is a. Rossion Lithnanian. 
He was educated partly in bis native town 
of Tooroggen. portly in Krazi, partly in 
Zhilowrr, partly at Breslaac. He was 
convert from the Hebrow religion to the 
Obrictian, dnd be ia one of the accomplished 
linguiste of the sge, Inhis youth he me- 
morized tha entire Hebrew Bible, In 
twenty-one seara of residence at Pekin ho 
became a Chinese scholar. Tho New 
Testament brought bim to Christionity, 
and Christianity bronght him to the United 
States, and the charch inthe United States 
edacated hia for the ministry and sent 
him back-to Chins aa a mwissionary, and in 
1877 msde bim 4 bichop for that vast 
empire. His first great literary work was 
a tranalation of tho whole of the-Old Testa: 
mont Seriptaree into Mendarin, which Is 
the spoken Isngunge of 200 000,000 of 
Chinas®, and of which some thirty editions 
have bfen published. He was also one of 
the tYanelators of the Greek New Testament 
into the same fongto. His incidental 
works have Leen tranalstions of tha prayer- 
book jnto Mandsrin, and of tho gospel of 
St. Mark inte Mongolien, and the beginning 
ofa Mongolisn dictionary. Hia last great 
work will probably be this tranclation from 
the orgiusl Hebrew and Greok of the entire 
Bible into the Woneli, or classic langage 
of Ohina, which is read by 400,000,000 in 
Chinn, Japan, aud Ferther India, ff thero
